SPAIN ROUNDS OUT FULL YEAR OF CIVIL WAR TODAY

Spain rounds out a full y ear of 
civil w ar today w ith an ex plosive 
world warding off sparks. 
Th e w ar is a draw so far but 
th e decision m ay come soon. 
Spain, th ree-fourth s th e size 
of Tex as, is fairly evenly divided 
between th e forces of th e Ma- 
drid-V alencia governm ent 
and 
th ose 
of 
G eneral 
Francisco’s 
Franco’s insurgents. 
Franco h olds th e western h alf 
ex cept a strip 25 by 50 miles from 
Oviedo to Santander on 
th e 
north w est coast. 
M adrid is th e prize. If h e takes 
it, as h e twice promised to do “in 
ten day s,” Franco predicts h e will 
sweep eastw ard and conquer all 
Spain. 
Th e governm ent, starting with 
a citizen arm y , h as built a new 


w ar m ach ine wh ile th e m an in 
th e street, h alf-uniform ed, dug 
trench es, built barricades 
and 
fough t w ith a h odge podge of 
arms. 
Only th e regular arm y air force 
brough t m odern equipm ent to it 
in th e early day s a fter th e in­ 
surrection 
started 
over 
nigh t 
in Spanish Morocco, July 18,19 36. 
For a y ear th e fortunes of war 
h ave been w ith eith er side. Few 
ex pected unfortified M adrid to 
resist for long. Someh ow th e m i­ 
litia, w ith women h ere and th ere 
in th e ranks, stood fast wh ile raw 
recruits were drilled into disci­ 
plined soldiers. “Volunteers” from 
th e U nited States, Russia and 
France, and anti-F acist ex iles 
from Italy form ed an interna­ 
tional brigade th a t more th an 
once saved th e day . 


Wh ile Spanish “rig h t” 
and 
“left” fough t over Fascism, Com­ 
munism, ch urch , social reform s 
and th e land, th e world outside 
tried to keep th e little world war 
from becoming a big one. 
Two weeks after th e w ar sta rt­ 
ed, France proposed neutrality 
by all. G reat B ritain took th e 
lead and form ed th e 27-nation 
non-intervention 
c o m m i t t e e 
wh ich h as struggled and quar­ 
relled 
over h ow 
to 
m ake 
a 
“h ands off” policy effective. 
Russia openly favors th e M a­ 
drid governm ent, strongly social­ 
ist w ith Com munists and Sy ndi­ 
calists taking a h and. France, 
under th e Prem ier Leon Blum, 
appeared divided but with dan­ 
gerously arm ed G erm any across 
th e Rh ine, France ch ose to be 
neutral. 


Italy and G erm any early rec­ 
ognized th e Franco governm ent, 
and th eir m en and m unitions 
h ave aided th e insurgents. 
Not even th e non-intervention 
com m ittee pretends th e outside 
naions h ave been neutral. Th e 
w ar in Spain is accepted by all as 
partly a “foreign” w ar w ith much 
aid to both sides coming in and 
international issues a t stake. 
Spain to m ilitary ex perts is a 
proving ground for m odern w ar­ 
fare, b ut th e results h ave been 
disapointing. Th e quick sweep of 
m ech anized arm ies th e suposedly 
invincible destructiveness of war 
from th e air and th e y ower of 
big guns h ave been disappoint­ 
m ents. Sometimes aviation h a3 
been successful and sometimes 
not. Th e full y ear of w ar w ith ­ 
out victory tells th e story .

Carolina w ith drew from th e race 
and w aJ reported backing H ar­ 
rison. 
3. H arrison and Barkley agreed 
on a D em ocratic caucus nex t 
W ednesday , in order to settle th e 
issue as soon as possible. 
\ 
B oth th e candidates for Rob­ 
inson’s old post were on 
th e 
train. Besides th e senate delega­ 
tion th ere were m ore th a n a score 
of h ouse m embers, Postm aster 
G eneral Farley and oth er ad­ 
m inistration leaders. 
Th e dom inant figures on both 
sides of th e court bill controver­ 
sy also were in th e party . 
Senators W h eeler 
(DrM ont), 
Burke (D-Neb), and C lark (D- 
Mo) h eaded th e opposition, wh ile 
Barkley and Senator H atch (D- 
NM) were regarded as Roosevelt 
spokesmen on th a t issue. 
H atch and Farley called a t th e 
W h ite House y esterday , alth ough 
both said th ey discussed oth er 
problems. 
O ut of respect for th eir dead 
leader, m ost senators were reluc­ 
ta nt to com ent publicly on eith ­ 
er th e court or leadersh ip figh ts. 
Privately th ey conceded th a t th e 
battle lines on both questions 
were being ever m ore 
tigh tly 
draw n. 
Nearly all th e Dem ocratic foes 
of th e court bill were inclined to 
support H arrison for th e leader­ 
sh ip.

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“ LIBERAL” EDUCATION 
Before sailing for Europe on a sum m er vaca­ 
tion President R. M. H utchins of the University 
of Chicago called in newspaperm en and a n­ 
nounced th a t he had accepted appointm ent to 
the board of governors of St. John’s College a t 
Annapolis, Md., in order to assist in “a revival of 
the ancient purposes of education.” He said: 
“St. Jo h n’s will be an attem pt to prepare the 
student for life, rath er th an for the purpose of 
earning a living.” 
The statem ent sounds as if it were an excerpt 
from the pat generalities of a commencement 
address, but Dr. Hutchins, who became head of 
Chicago a t 30, is never one to deal in orthodox 
commonplaces. And if there is to be another 
educational experim ent, it m ight as well be at 
St. Jo h n’s as elsewhere, for th a t sm all but his­ 
toric college, founded in 1696, has had rath er 
rough going of late, with a succession of presi­ 
dents, adm inistrative difficulties and m uch stu­ 
dent unrest. Dr. H utchins thinks th a t perhaps 
an answer h as been found, not for St. John’s 
alone, but for liberal education elsewhere in the 
United States. 
He is critical of educators for “failure to pro­ 
vide a fundam ental educational training.” He 
has no use for “teaching tricks of trade in col­ 
leges.” He thinks “schools of journalism are te r­ 
rible,” and law schools almost as bad; th a t the 
“professional and vocational interests of stu­ 
dents” overwhelm most colleges. Furtherm ore, 
all colleges are under terrific pressure to adopt 
a uniform curriculum . In short, teaching of the 
liberal arts in the United States is in a parlous 
fix. 
In Dr. H utchins’s criticism th a t the curriculum 
of most colleges is neither one thing nor the 
other, neither liberal nor vocational, there is 
doubtless a great deal of truth. There is also 
the practice of cutting the curriculum to fit the 
prospective student’s cloth, as, for example, drop­ 
ping the requirem ent of Greek for a bachelor of 
arts degree in some of our most conservative 
universities because some applicants were unable 
or unwilling to offer it for admission. 
Thus the acquisition of a “liberal” education 
becomes a rather pleasant process, w ithout too 


m uch intellectual discipline. 
W ith changing 
specifications and requirem ents, the degrees thus 
earned represent no fixed form of achievem ent. 
It will be interesting to w atch w hether Dr. 
H utchins and his friends at St. Jo h n’s also intend 
“to prepare the student for life” w ithout putting 
him to undue m ental exertion. 


WAR CLOUDS IN THE EAST 
In the F ar East, whose troubled affairs have 
a less direct appeal to American interest th an 
those of Europe, there has developed one of 
those border incidents so often utilized by ac­ 
quisitive nations as an excuse for war. 
In the past, of course, Japan has required little 
in the way of justification for aggressive action 
against China. The mere helplessness of the Chi­ 
nese nation, impoverished, prim itive and split 
by factionalism , has been sufficient reason for 
invasion and for th e th eft of huge stretches of 
desirable territory . By prey ing upon China, J a ­ 
pan has been able to solve a t least partially the 
problems arising from her lack of productive land 
and natural resources. 
But now Japan has som ething th a t m ay serve 
as a basis for a m enacing attitude tow ard China 
and she is preparing to m ake the m ost of it. 
There has been a clash a t Lukowkiao and Japan 
dem ands of China a form al apology , punishm ent 
of the Chinese considered responsible, complete 
and im m ediate w ithdraw al of Chinese troops 
from the area of hostilities and guarantees 
against a repetition of such incidents. 
These developments seem to provide Japa n 
with all the reasons required for sw ift and ruth ­ 
less m ilitary operations against China and the 
th eft of additional territory . Doubtless, Tokio 
will be disappointed if there is compliance w ith 
her dem ands, but, the greed of the Japanese im ­ 
perialists being w hat it is, they will probably 
proceed to accomplish their purpose regardless 
of the attitude of China. 
Nations w ith a fixed determ ination in m ind 
occasionally follow this course, as did A ustria- 
Hungary , wffich proceeded w ith the invasion of 
Serbia even after the m ost hum iliating exac­ 
tions of Berchtold and Conrad had been m et, a 
predatory decision which m eant the end of 
A ustria-Hungary .

On July 2, Miss E arhart and 
Frederick J. No o nan disap p eared 
o n a 2,570-mile flight fro m Lae, 
New Guinea to Ho wland, the 
mo st p recario us ho p o n a wo rld- 
girdling jo urney which Miss Ear­ 
hart said was “just fo r fun.” 
The Itasca, her fuel running 
lo w, started back by way o f Ho w­ 
land. The mine sweep er headed 
directly fo r Pearl Harbo r here. 
There was no anno uncement 
here co ncerning ho w lo ng the 
Lex ingto n with its 63 p lanes, and 
the three destro y ers wo uld re­ 
main in the search, which nav al 
autho rities hav e indicated will 
end to day . 
All this week p lanes fro m the 
carrier hav e swep t o v er the v ast 
area in which the av iatrix dis­ 
ap p eared.
